Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person secking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 

with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 
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(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
$300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

arately Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

By that time, the present 
facility must be upgraded as well as 
appropriate measures taken to cease dis- 
posing of treated wastewater directly to 
Joseph Creek as is done at present. 

In order to study the various alterna- 
tives available to meet the requirements 
of the Pollution Control Branch, the City 
of Cranbrook formed the Sewage Effluent 
Disposal Committee in 1973. Its mem- 
bers include personnel from Governmental 
Agencies, City Council, and the City 
Administration concerned with the treat- 
ment and disposal of municipal waste 
water, including its effect on the region. 
This committee, after preliminary investi- 
gations, recommended the appointment of 
EPEC Consulting Western to conduct a 


feasibility study to determine the best 
method of treating and disposing of 
Cranbrook wastewater within the limits 
set down in the proposed Pollution Con- 
trol Branch guidelines. 

Upon completion, the feasibility study 
indicated that two methods of wastewater 
treatment and disposal were feasible: 

(1) Upgrading treatment facilities with 
direct disposal to the St. Mary 
River. 

(2) Upgrading treatment facilities with 
final disposal to land by spray 
irrigation. 

The committee concurred with the 
study recommendation of the second 
method of disposal. Subsequently, City 
Council, by resolution, adopted the re- 
commendation and are proceeding with 
the following licence application:
